No tire dealer can replenish his 
stock without having these certifi­ 
cates to turn in to the m anufac­ 
turer or jobber Consequently, while 
a dealer might illegally sell a few 
tires to those not entitled to them 
if he were 
inclined, yet he would 
not be abit* to replenish the stock 
thus sold. 
Also there are severe 
penalties for violation of the ra­ 
tioning act. covering not only illegal 
sales, but also sales made a t prices

84,000 EXTRA FARM 
HANDS ARE NEEDED 


COLUM BUS, M arch 16 —The di­ 
rt ctor 
of 
Ohio 
State university’s 
igricultu a1 extension service esti­ 
mated today that 84,000 extra farm 
hands would be needed to help h ar­ 
vest Buckeye state crops this year. 
H. C 
Ramsower based his esti­ 
mate on a survey of labor require­ 
ments in Union county, first to re- 
nort in a state-wide checkup. The 
survey indicated th at the 1700 Union 
county farm s of 60 acres or more 
would need 1,400 more workers. 
Further indicative of the labor 
shortage in th at county was the 
discovery that its farm ers were em ­ 
ploying only 251 day-by-day work­ 
ers as compared with 1.411 in 1941. 
The county is expected to lose 208 
farm workers to the armed services, 
war industries and other channels 
of employment.
